This is the statem ent m ade yes-; 
terday by Roy A. Jensen, member 
of the fisheries sub-committee of 
the Michigan 
Planning 
co m m is­ 
sion, who discussed the problem at 
length at the 
meet in g 
held 
in 
Houghton last week. 
Jensen explained that the c om ­ 
mercial fishe rm en had been led to 
believe that the government would 
buy huge quantities 
of 
frozen, 
processed herring for the 
armed 
lorce s and lend-lease. During 
the 
November-Decent ber herring runs 
on Lake Superior and Lake Michi­ 
gan in IIM2. the army purchased 
more than a million pounds, and it 
was assumed it would have similar 
re quirements next fall. The 
gov-, 
e m i n e n t did not enter the market, 
however, and the civilian public 
did not buy as much of tile frozen 
herring in the past, probably due j 
to open water conditions oil Lake ■ 
Superior which permitted tile mar- ; 
k it in g of fresh herring most 
of 
tile winter. 
Freezers at Chicago, alone, had 
an inventory of 526,000 
pounds 
as of Aug. IO, as compared to KL­ 
OPP a year ago, 
Jensen

the frozen fish off the fishermen's 
hands, there likely will he no her­
